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It  has  been  said  that  the  Cooks  of  Rhode  Island 
are  descendants  of  Francis  Cook  who  came  over  on 
the  Mayflower.  I  have  not  been  able  to  establish  this 
connection.  There  were  two  Cooks  among  the  May¬ 
flower  passengers,  said  Francis  and  his  son  John  who 
was  ten  years  of  age  when  he  sailed  with  his  father 
for  America.  The  latter  left  the  Plymouth  colony 
because  of  religious  scruples,  and  settled  in  Dart¬ 
mouth,  Massachusetts,  where  he  became  a ;  Baptist 
minister.  He  was  the  last  male  survivor  of  the  passen- 
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The  fact  that  Dartmouth  is  Fut  a  few  miles  from 
Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island,  where  Thomas  Cook,  the 
first  of  the  Cook  line  of  which  Ida  C.  Mortimer  is 
a  descendant,  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  in  1643, 
lends  credence  to  the  Mayflower  connection. 


Portsmouth  w^s  settled  in  1  638.  It  originally  was 
known  by  the  Indian  name  Pocasset.  “At  a  quarter 
meeting  of  the  first  of  ye  5th  month,  1639,  it  is 
agreed  upon  to  call  this  town  Portsmouth.”  At  the 
“Generali  Courte”  at  Nieuport”  12th  of  first  month, 
1  640,  the  name  of  Portsmouth  was  confirmed. 

There  is  a  large  map  on  the  wall  of  the  town  hall 
of  Portsmouth  showing  the  original  allotment  of  the 
town  and  one  of  these  parcels  was  set  apart  for  said 
Thomas  Cook.  The  records  there  further  show  that 
on  October  25,  1649,  he  bought  a  parcel  of  land 
and  built  his  house,  that  in  1655  he  became  a  Free¬ 
man  and  in  1664  a  Deputy. 
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Thomas  Cook  died  in  Portsmouth,  February  6, 
1674.  He  had  two  children  John  and  Thomas.  The 
latter  predeceased  his  father,  leaving  children.  By 
his  will  the  first  Thomas  left  to  his  wife  Mary  “M  an- 
sion  house  and  the  land  belonging  thereto,  for  life, 
and  she  to  enjoy  the  whole  estate  of  moveables,  cattle, 
etc.,  and  all  household  stuff.  To  son,  John,  a  cow  and 
to  all  his  children.  Is.,  (shilling)  each.** 

2.  John  Cook,  son  of  the  aforesaid  Thomas,  was 
born  in  1631  and  died  in  1691.  He  became  a  Free¬ 
man  of  Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island  in  1655  and  a 
deputy  in  1670.  He  married  Mary  Borden  of  Rich¬ 
ard  and  Joan.  She  died  1691.  They  had  eleven  chil¬ 
dren. 

1.  Mary,  who  married  William  Manchester  of 
Thomas  and  Margaret  (Wood),  She  died 
1716. 

2.  Elizabeth,  born  1653,  died  1716,  married 
1680  William  Briggs  of  John.

5.  Hannah,  whose  first  husband  was  Daniel 
Wilcox  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  Cook  and 
whose  second  husband  was  Enoch  Briggs  of 
John  and  Sarah.  Hannah  died  in  1786. 

6.  Joseph ,  married  April  19,  1692  Susannah 
Briggs  of  John  and  Hannah  Fisher.  Joseph 
died  March  21,  1746. 
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7.  Martha,  married  William  Cory  of  William 
and  Martha  Earle.  Martha  died  1  704. 

8.  Deborah,  married  William  Almy  of  Chris¬ 
topher  and  Elizabeth  Cornell. 

9.  Thomas,  married  Mary  Cory  of  William  and 
Mary  Earle.  Thomas  died  in  1  iverton  I  726. 

10.  Amey,  married  David  Clayton.  She  died 
1729  —  he  died  1730. 

I  1 .  Samuel,  died  1  699. 

Said  John  Cook’s  will  was  proved  in  said  Ports¬ 
mouth,  May  25,  1691.  His  son  Joseph  is  name  ex¬ 
ecutor.  Said  will  provides  as  follows:  “To  son  John, 

I  50  acres  at  Punketest  with  all  housing,  etc,  and  4 
acres  at  Sapowet,  in  Little  Compton,  half  of  the 
upland  there,  and  eight  head  of  neat  cattle  and  feather 
bed  at  Punketest  where  he  liveth  and  twenty  sheep; 
reserving  the  right  of  my  son  Joseph  of  getting  hay 
at  Punketest;  for  fifteen  head  of  cattle.  To  son  Joseph, 
housing  and  land  where  I  dwell  at  Portsmouth  and  4 
acres  at  Sapowet  of  marsh,  and  half  upland  there, 
Lut  if  Joseph  die  without  heirs  male  then  to  go  to  my 
son  Thomas.  Son  Joseph  to  pay  his  sisters  Mary  Man¬ 
chester,  wife  of  Will  iam,  Elizabeth  Briggs,  wife  of 
William,  Sarah  Wait,  wife  of  Thomas,  Hannah  Wil¬ 
cox  wife  of  Daniel,  and  Martha  Cory,  wife  of  Will¬ 
iam  each  £.  10  (pounds),  to  Deborah  Almy,  wife 
of  William,  IS.  (shilling),  to  Amey  Clayton,  wife 
of  David,  £.  10  (pounds),  and  to  each  other  sister, 
being  six  of  them,  a  cow.  To  daughter,  Mary  Man¬ 
chester,  ten  sheep  also,  and  to  daughter,  Elizabeth 
Briggs,  a  feather  bed.  To  son  Joseph  Cook,  negro 
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man  Jack,  for  life,  and  Indian  woman  Maria,  to  be 
his  servant  for  ten  years  and  then  freed,  and  Indian 
boy  Joan  Francisco,  to  serve  with  him  till  twenty- four 
years  of  age,  at  which  time  son  Joseph  was  to  give  him 
a  suit  of  good  apparel,  a  cow  and  a  horse.  To  son 
Thomas  a  share  of  land  at  Pocasset,  twenty  sheep, 
etc.  To  son  Samuel  a  share  of  land  at  Pocasset,  etc. 
To  son  John,  a  negro  woman,  Betty  and  child.  To 
granddaughter  Sarah  Manchester,  a  cow. 

3.  Joseph  Cook,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Borden, 
married  April  19,  1692,  Susanna  Briggs  of  Tiverton, 
daughter  of  John  and  Hannah  Fisher  Briggs.  He  was 
a  Deputy  of  Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island  I  704,  7,  8, 
9.  He  died  March  21,1  746.

To  son  William  and  grandson  Constant, 
son  of  Joseph,  deceased,  certain  land  in  Tiverton, 
Constant  paying  his  sister  Mary  /.  20  (pounds),  and 
sister  Rachel,  £,  25  (pounds).  To  son  Thomas  — 
already  had  by  deed.  To  grandson  John,  son  of  John, 
deceased,  all  my  housing  and  lands  in  Portsmouth, 
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given  me  by  my  honored  father  John  Cook’s  last  will, 
and  certain  other  land,  he  paying  mortgage.  To  grand¬ 
son,  John,  the  chest  which  was  his  great-grandfather’s 
etc.  To  daughter  Deborah  Sisson,  iron  pot  and  two 
silver  spoons,  etc.  To  granddaughter  Mary,  daughter 
of  Deborah  Sisson,  a  brass  skillet.
